BRITISH NAVY HAS SUNK 
75 U-BOATS THE PAST YEAR 


American troops, driving forward from the Vesle river, have 
captured the high ground of great strategic importance dominat­ 
ing the Vesle valley. This is the first* big advance made by the 
Americans since the Vesle river was reached, and gives Gen 
Pershing’s men an excellent opportunity for a thrust against the 
Aisne. 
The Germans are falling back over a wide front, estimated at 
more than 200 miles. 
The French have passed Juiscard and have forced the cross­ 
ing of the Somme canal east of Nesle. 
German resistance has 
again stiffened, however, and both the French and British war 
offices report violent counter attacks. 
The British in Flanders have continued their drive and are 
winning more ground. Since Sunday the British have captured 
16,000 prisoners.

LOCAL BOYS HELD 
VERY FRONT LINE 


TOE SIGNIFICANT MODESTY 
OF THE CfERMAN CROWN PRINCE 
“To hold our own and not let our­ 
selves be vanquished,” is the war 
aim of the German Crown Prince, if 
he is correctly quoted in an inter­ 
view given 
recently 
to 
a 
Berlin 
newspaper. 
The words are the most 
significant that 
have 
ever 
fallen 
from the lips 
of a 
Hohenzollevn; 
they are the voiced admission of im­ 
pending German defeat. 
“We must never forget one thing 
— that we are waging a war of de­ 
fense,” 
the 
Kaiser cub is further 
credited with saying. 
And a gulli­ 
ble world wall swallow 
this plati­ 
tude, for it knows that for forty 
years the Kaiser and his war lords 
have spurred on efficiency solely for 
the pleasure of* sacrificing German 
treasure and German blood 
in ex­ 
change for the bauble 
of “holding 
their own” and “waging a war of 
defense.” 
It is easily 
conceivable 
that a nation which hud-peace would 
endure four years of terrible war­ 
fare merely for the satisfaction that 
comes from having that peace back 
again, 
i ’russianism, as the Grown 
Prince now states it, is but a mili­ 
tary lover Vho 
quarrels 
with its 
mistress—the world—so that it may 
enjoy the caresses that come with 
reconciliation. 
Had the Crown Prince been more 
frank, had 
he been . tinged 
with 
American regard for 
the 
sanctity 
of the truth, he would 
have 
con­ 
fessed openly and boldly 
that 
the 
tide has turned against 
militarism 
and that the war is already won by 
the allies. 
He has said 
the same 
thing in a different way, a circuit­ 
ous way hedged in by falsehood and 
deceit.

If James W. Gerard, 
ambassador 
to Berlin in those trying days when 
the Kaiser was 
sending 
warning 
messages to President 
Wilson 
and 
boasting that the American execu­ 
tive was moored to the “peace at 
any price” doctrine, should care to 
«gain become the diplomatic repre­ 
sentative abroad of the great Amer­ 
ican republic, he 
has 
earned 
the 
right to appointment as ambassador 
to the United Kingdom, 
succeeding 
Ambassador Paige, who has resign­ 
ed. 
The ambassador to the court of 
St. James is usually looked upon us 
the head of the foreign diplomatic 
service abroad, although the events 
incident to the war placed Mr. Ger­ 
ard for awhile more squarely in the 
spotlight than were his 
colleagues.

top) there was 
a great 
shout 
from everyone and we got them 
started across a big wheat field. 
Rushed With Bayonets. 
We rushed them with bayonets 
and they turned and fled. 
You 
could 
hear 
the 
boys 
arguing 
which one had killed that one. 
They were as cool as if they had 
been back at home 
and 
they 
rushed on heedless 
of a heavy 
barrage and machine gun fire. 
When we had driven them 12 
mile s, we had several wounded; 
but very few killed. 
Some of 
the boys were wounded two or 
three times before 
they would 
go to a hospital. They were car- • 
lied off the field crying, 
not 
from the wounds, but 
because 
thdy couldn’t go on 
with 
the 
company. 
When we establish* 
* e l our line, we had only a few 
left, and I was one of the lucky 
ones,-didn’t get a scratch, 
al­ 
though several buttons were cut 
off of my blouse 
by 
machine 
gun bullets and 
my 
gun w%* 
shot out of my hand a couple of 
times. 
1 can’t say too much for the 
way .Captain Wyatt led us on 
and F company owes 
her suc­ 
cess to him and Lieutenant Greet. 
Captain Wyatt was like a father 
to all of the boys when we were 
in the trenches. 
I have known 
him to take his last penny and 
send back to the lines five or six 
miles and get 
cigarettes 
ami 
sweets for the boys. 
In the big 
drive he was very cool and show­ 
ed much bravery. Although his 
place was fn the rear 
Of the 
company, 
he 
and 
Lieutenant 
Greet were at the head of the 
company until they were wound­ 
ed, but not seriously. 
l ieutenant Takes Command. 
After Captain Wyatt was car­ 
ried off 
the 
field, 
Lieutenant 
Greet took command of the com 
pany. 
He was an officer 
that 
always has a 
kind 
word 
for 
everyone. 
He was very coot and 
deserves much praise 
for 
the 
way he handled the company. 
After w-e had established our 
lines, I went back to where I had 
rctn him fall with a wound in 
the leg, and he was sitting up 
calmly smoking 
a cigarette.

personality 
influence had much to do with 
the entry of the United States into 
the world conflict before it was tdo 
lute. 
A less courageous and a less 
frank ambassador might have failed 
in the crisis which confronted Ger­ 
ard.
